every musical ailmcni kTlo^^'^ to 
Bandsmen. 

Withonc a kiio^vlcJgc of scales 
and the pari which eacli note lakes 
in iheiT formation, u U quite ijiip6»^ 
siWe for any player to . play cor- 
. rrcily in tune. A scale consists 
oi only seven degree* (diatonic) 
and these seven degrees arc pracLic- 
al]> all either a little flat or sharp 
According to the deEree ot the 
Scale to which they hclong. Hence, 
the knowledge of the scales is al- 
So'uiely necessary if a Bandsman 
hopes to play in tune iii his.Band. 
■^■. a matter of fact, the sevciiih 
ilcvTce of any diaionic scale is at all 
times the sharpest note in that 
iica^c. whils[ the scvcjiih degree of 
a dominant scale or chord is always: 
the HattcEl note in that scale or 
clir>rd. Any iib^c. chroniaiie. iviU 
from time lo time he cither the 
fliitcstoi: sharpest note tn a. scale 
Or chord, and that is one sure 
rca-on why a' Bandsman should he- 
come ru[|y acqaainted with all hi^ 
sc_iss.
